AT 60 DEGREES BELOW ZERO 

Hew the Intonae Cold of Winter In 
the Par Northwest Affsste Man 
and Animals. 

"I asked an Alaskan pioaaer wbo 

was crossing to bis oM boms In 8we- 
clon what happened when tbe ther- 
iiiometPi- KOCH down to 60 and 80 de- 
grees beldw /orn," said Marshall J. 
Taylor of Seattle. Wash. "At 60 de- 
grees below." he said, "the exposed 
ears, bands er nose will freeze In go-' 
Ing a quarter of a mile under ordinary 
clrevmstanees; but tbe obUdren go 
and eone from school as osnal wltb- 
oat safferlof from tbe cold provided 
their faces and bands are proteeted. 

"They soon «et used to It. But cau- 
tion must bo used to avoid drawing 
the cold air into the lungs, and it is 
dangerous to breathe throuph the 
mouth. More die from pneumonia 
brought on by freetlng the lunga In 
that way that from any other form of 
exposore. Horses are proteeted by 
breatUac bags, which extend down 
from the neee of the animal about 
elghteea toebes aad are open at the 
bottom. The breath which is ethaled 
warms the air in the bag before It la 
Inhaled and drawn into tbe lunga. And 
men wear a 'parky' or headdress 
which extends over the fSee and af 
fords similar protection.

It la Generally Believed That They 
Wore Mado First at Vanice

that plaviug cards were invented in 
Fram e in 1382 to divert Charles VI., 
D'AUemagne, a French writer on 
the subject, mentions tliem aa being 
in use in Belgium in 1379, and prob- 
ably something analogous to them — 
marked disks- or counters — have 
been employed in the east from re- 
mote antiquity. It is now usually 
thought that it was in Italy playin- 
cards were first made, about 1370. 
and at Yanioe. The attempt to eo»- 
nect their invention with astrology 
arises from the four suits and 5'3 
cards in all, being ssaooiated in in- 
genious minds with four seasons and 
the number of weelu in the year. It

WONDSRFUL COAL raODUCTION. 

E. \V. Parker, coal statistician of 
the United State Geological survey, 
saya that the nnofllcial eetimate of 

our coal production in 1910 is be- 
tween 480,000,000 and 490,000,000 
tone. The first rseoid of output was 

twenty-two tons, in 1814. By 1S50 
the yearly production had grown to 
what was then considered the enor- 
mous total (if r,018.1ftl tons; by 
1860 tliis figure had doubled to 14,- 
0,048 tons. This wss lees than 
the production for Alabama alone in 
iy09. The centennial year of 1876 
f^aw a production of 83,880,000 tons ; 
in 1880, 71,481,570 tons ; yet this is 
less than tiie production of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1909. In 1890 the produc- 
tion had jumped to 157,770,000 
tons; in 1900 to 26t»,684,0v!7 tons ; in j 
1907, 480,8<8»4S4 tons; in 1909 toj 
1 (.0,803,416 tons. According to Mr. 
Parker's estimate the production fur 
1910 may ba vary aaar tha half hU- 
lion aaafk.
